1. DCM OF TURKISH DELEGATION (TULUMEN) INFORMED MISSION THIS 
MORNING THAT HE COULD NOT RPT NOT ACCEPT COMPROMISE FORMULA- 
TION SUGGESTED BY SPC CHAIRMAN KASTL (REFTEL) ON STABILIZING 
MEASURES OUTSIDE NATO GUIDELINES AREA. HE EXPLAINED THAT, 

AS HE HAD FEARED ALL ALONG. (SEE USNATO 4446), FACT OF RE- 
OPENING THIS TEXT HAD ONLY STRENGTHENED SUSPICIONS IN ANKARA. 

2. AT SPC MEETING THIS AFTERNOON WE WILL DRAW UPON GUIDANCE 
REFTEL AND STRESS THAT PHRASE "WITH A VIEW TO AGREEING WITHIN 
THE ALLIANCE” IS BOTH REASONABLE AND FACTUAL. WE WILL POINT 
OUT THAT THE U.S. CANNOT AGREE IN ADVANCE TO MEASURES WHICH 
WE HAD ONLY AGREED TO STUDY. 

WE STRONGLY DOUBT, HOWEVER, THAT TURKISH DEL WILL ACCEPT 
SECRET 
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A COMPROMISE FORMULATION, AND WASHINGTON MIGHT WISH TO CON- 
SIDER EXCHANGE OF STATEMENTS BY AMBASSADOR RUMSFELD AND 
AMBASSADOR ERALP AS SUGGESTED IN USNATO 4446- AND SUPPORTED 
BY AMBASSADOR MACOMBER (ANKARA 7640). THIS RPOCEDURE COULD 
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BE FOLLOWED AT OCTOBER 3 COUNCIL MEETING.
